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Does  this  reverse  look  familiar?  I  am  sure  many  of  you  are  well 
aware  of  it,  and  might  even  have  it  on  one  of  the  rounds  in  your 
collection.  --  Have  you  ever  wondered  what  the  person  Is  like 
that  uses  this  logo?  Perhaps,  the  following  will  answer  some  of 
these  thought  and  questions. 

Harvey  Rose  is  a  very  complex  person.  In  business  dealings, 
he  is  all  business.  He  is  hard  headed,  but  extremely  honest  and 
square.  This  gruff,  hard  headed,  cantankerous  is  the  business 
side.  Then  there  Is  the  Teddy  Bear  side  which  is  beginning  to 
take  up  more  and  more  of  his  time.  I  refer  to  his  work  in  the 
activities  of  the  Kiwanians  and  other  service  clubs.  He  is  not  a  member  of  the  Kiwanls  in 
name  only,  or  one  who  sits  back  waiting  for  George  to  do  it.  Instead,  he  constantly  stirs 
the  pot  dreaming  up  ways  to  finance  and  better  the  charitable  projects  of  the  club.  Many 
times  he  is  frustrated  when  a  project  is  under  way,  and  no  one  volunteers  to  make  the 
load  lighter  by  helping  out.  Sound  familiar?. 

Like  most  Americans,  Harvey  is  a  collector.  His  chief  interest  and  collectable 
are  the  Medals  issued  by  various  Coin  Clubs.  This  interest  is  closely  followed  by  silver 
rounds.  He  is  so  proud  of  these  medals,  that  special  Dansco  albums  have  been  made  to 
house  them.  Those  clubs  who  have  issued  quite  a  few  Medals  have  their  own  album  with  the 
name  on  the  outside.  Many  of  the  albums  are  from  the  West  Coast  clubs  because  they  are 
closest.  However,  clubs  from  all  other  parts  of  the  United  States  appear  to  hold  an  edge. 

I  am  sure  you  are  aware  that  coin  clubs  may  have  a  medal  struck  In  several 
different  metals.  Silver,  copper,  bronze  and  aluminum  are  generally  the  ones.  Many  earlier 
medals  were  sterling.  Silver  has  the  lowest  mintage.  Copper  and  bronze  higher,  and  Aluminum 
being  the  highest.  A  club  member  has  first  shot  at  the  silver  Issue  and  is  often  offered 
a  package  deal  with  the  copper  and  bronze  added.  The  aluminum  strikes  are  mostly  used  as 
“give  aways"  at  a  convention  or  other  function. Wooden  nickels  and  wooden  dollars  are  now 
becoming  popular  as  give-aways  at  coin  shows  and  conventions.  —  In  any  event,  Harvey  is 
highly  delighted  when  he  is  able  to  get  copies  of  all  issues.  Top  it  off^if  he  manages  to 
come  up  with  a  lead  test  strike  of  the  medal. 

Harvey  attends  many  coin  shows,  but  lately  his  routine  appears  to  have  changed. 
Formerly,  he  would  have  a  table  at  the  coin  show  and  actively  sell.  During  the  show  and 

afterward,  he  would  make  it  a  point  to  visit  various  Service  Clubs  in  the  area  and  take 

in  their  meetings.  If  there  was  a  coin  club  meeting,  he  would  attend.  He  still  attends 

coin  shows  but  only  has  a  table  at  certain  ones.  His  time  spent  on  visitations  to  coin 

clubs  and  service  clubs  have  lengthened. 

When  it  comes  to  having  "rounds"  minted,  Harvey  Is  quite  a  bit  different.  Thanks 
to  him,  many  of  the  smaller  coin  clubs  have  been  able  to  issue  a  medal  of  their  own,  and 
in  most  cases  help  their  treasury.  Harvey  may  finance  the  production  with  the  understanding 
that  expenses  are  to  be  paid  off  first  and  the  rest  of  the  money  goes  to  the  club.  He 
spends  his  time  on  this  project,  uses  his  money  (at  times),  no  marking  what  so  ever  on  the 
medal  to  show  his  involvement  --  all  of  it  gratis.  Oh  yes,  while  the  medals  are  on  sale, 
he  does  his  share  of  selling  to  any  interested  party. 

The  issues  bearing  the  Rose  logo  are  another  interesting  item.  Three  rounds  were 
Issued  to  help  promote  the  ANA  Convention  held  in  San  Diego.  Then  there  are  those  which 
feature  landmarks  and  things  in  San  Diego  County.  I  am  sure  these  rounds  hold  little  or 
no  interest  for  those  not  familiar  with  San  Diego.  Then  we  have  the  "Elephant  Family" 
round.  ---  Sure,  all  of  these  rounds  were  sold  to  make  a  profit  or  at  least  recover 
expenses.  Believe  me,  no  tears  were  shed  if  there  was  a  loss.  ---  In  all  cases,  there 
is  a  genuine  attempt  to  publicise  an  item.  The  elephant  family  and  a  couple  of  other 
rounds  were  the  results  of  love  on  Harvey's  part. 

Here  is  an  interesting  fact.  Some  of  the  rounds  haven't  sold  very  well.  For  those 
people  who  bought  copies,  fear  not  that  the  extras  will  be  dumped  on  the  market  and 
under  cut  the  price  you  oaid.  Any  surplus  rounds  hit  the  melting  pot.  —  The  issues  that 
are  sell  outs  are  also  locked  in.  No  additional  ones  will  be  struck. 

The  round  hobby  has  been  blessed  with  a  wide  variety  of  rounds  having  a  common 
side  but  a  different  reverse.  In  the  field  of  coins,  these  miss-matches  are  called  "Mules". 

In  the  hobby  of  rounds.  I  believe  that  Harvey  Rose  hits  the  mark  when  he  refers  to  this 
type  round  as  a  "Swappo". 

Why  do  I  say  this?.  Many  times  a  person  will  produce  a  round  that  is  really 
outstanding.  A  friend  or  another  producer  likes  the  round  so  much  that  he  would  like 
one  bearing  his  reverse.  A  swap  or  deal  is  made  for  the  die  usage,  and  we  have  another 
"Swappo’' .  In  all  cases.  I  am  convinced  that  the  striking  of  a  swappo  isn't  being  done  with 
profit  in  mind.  More  than  anything,  it  is  a  case  of  attraction.  ---  Along  with  the  swappo 
another  identification  problem  arises.  Which  copy  is  the  original,  and  which  is  the  Swappo  ?. 

With  this,  I  close,  knowing  that  Harvey  Rose  is  doing  a  whale  of  a  publicity  job 
for  the  "Round  Hobby".
